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ro conferre vpon their Prince and Heire appa- 
rant an eſtate of fee ſimple in the lands that they 
beſtowed vpon him ; for a lefſer then an In- 
heritance had not beene anſwerable to ſo greate a 
dignitie. And yet they were not willing to 
giuc him any larger eſtate, then ſuch as ſhould 
extinguiſh againe in the Crowne when he came 
to bee King or dycd ; for that hee being King 
{ſhould alſo _ the like power to create thePrince 
ce of his Heire apparant,andto inueſt him into tha? 
dignitic as he being the farther was inueſted by his 
Progenitor. For the wiſdome of the Kings of Enz- 

was ſuch,as that they would not depriue them 
ſclues of that honour but that euery of them might 
make new Creations and inneſtures of the Princi. 
palitic to their eldeſt ſonne or next ſucceeding Heire 
apparant; and that thoſe Lands ſo giuen vnto the 
Prince, might when he was King be annexed, knit

P70 Tow.in 
rians haue recorded, Burbeing reduced vnder the — 
yoke by the ſaid King Edward he divided certaine 
parts of that Territory into Shires (as hath beene 
declared) he cauſed the Welth Lawes to bee peru- 
ſcd, ſorne whereof he did allow and approue, ſore 
0: hers he did abrogateand diſanull ; and in their 
place appointed new, altogether according to the 
Engliſh manner of cxecuring Iuſtice, Hee cauſed

Andalthough che Principality of Wales, as hath 
appeared by ſome of the records abouc mentioned, 
were divided into three Prouinces, Nerthwales, 
Scuthwales, and Weſtwales ; for fo in ſome of the 
former patents they are mentioned, yetfor the lu. 
ri{4i&tion thereof, it was diuiled into two parts, 
Northwales, and Southwales : fot a great pant of 
weftwiles was comprehended wirhin the Shire of 
Pembroke, which is a very ancient Shire of ales, 
and the Territory thereof conquered by the Eng- 
Ger«l444 Camb. h(h, in the time of Wi/iiam Rufis.

In theſe great Courrs alſo 
vpon creation of cuery new Prince, there were 
granted by the people of that Province vnto the 
Prince,vomine recoznitionss ad primum adventum Miniſters ac- 
princips, ccrtaine ſummes of money as it were in Pe 154? 
acknowledgemene or reliefe of the new Prince, 
which ſum nes of money are called by them Miſes. 
Theſe Miſes or ſummes of money were granted by 
the people vnto the Prince for his allowance of 
their Lawes and ancient Cuſtomes, and a general! 
pardon of their offences fincable or puniſhable by 
the Prince, and that ſumme of cheſe AMsſes for the Miniders ic 
Shire of Carmsrthen only, amounted vnto eight cop3+-16 5.4 
hundred markes, and for the Shire of Cardigan the 
rocall ſumme of theſe Mifes amounted vnto fixe Cham>erlaing 
hundred markes, as by ſundry records doth ap.

Al- 
ſo in cucry Shire of eucry of the ſaid Prouinces 
there were holden certaine inferior Courts, :called 
therefore County Courts, and Shire Courts, and 
Tournes,after the manner of Exmgland; and which 
by ſome were alſo the peity Selhons. And there 
werc alſo Courts inferior in ſundry Counties for 
ending of cauſes of lefle moment and importance; 
and if any wrong iudgement weregiuen in any of 
theſe Courts inferior, the ſame was redreſſed by a 
writ of falſe iudgement in the Court ſuperior.

Th: Marches As touching the gouernment ofthe Marches of 
of Wales Wales, it appeareth by diuers ancient monuments 
that the Conqueror after hee had conquered the 
Engliſh,placed diuers of his Norman Nobility vp- 
on the confines and borders towards Wales,and c- 
rected the Earldome of Chefter, being vpon the 
borders of Northwales,to Palatine, and gane power 
vnto the ſaid perſons thus placed vpon thoſe bor- 
ders, to make ſuch conqueſts vpon the Welſh, as 
they by their ſtrength could accompliſh, holding. 
Ita very good policy, thereby not only to encous» 
rage them to be more willing to ſerue him, but alſo 
ro prouide fos them at other mens coſts And here- 


upo1 
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npon further ordained that the lands ſo conquered, 
ſhou!d be holden of the Crowne of En2land in ca- 
pie, and vpon this and ſuch like occalions diuers 
of the Nobility of Eng/and hauing lands vpon the 
ſaid borders of Walesmade roades and incurſions 
. vpon the Wellh, whereby diuers parts of that 
Country necreor towards the ſaid! borders were 
wonne by the ſword from the Wel{hmen, and 
were planted partly with tnglith Collonies; and 
and the ſafd lands ſo conquered, were holden per 
Baronia,and were called thereture Baronyes, Mar. 
chers. In ſuch minner did Robert Fitthamon: ache: policy 
acquire vato himlelte, and ſuch others as afhſted 
him, the whole Lordlhip of Glamorgan ; viirg in 
ſome reſemblance the Roman policy, to enlarge 
Territories by ſtepping in betweene two compe- 
titors, and by helping the one hee ſubdued the 0- 
ther, ' and after turning his ſword againſt him 
whom he afhiſted, and making this the pretence of 
hisiquarrel alleadge that he whom he had afliſted, 
had denicd ro make: vnto bim fufficient' recom- 
pence for his ſuſtcined trauils,and > made _himſelfe 
abſo'\utcowner of all, Ikewiſe Barrard Newmarch rh going 
conquered the Lordſhip of Breckneck, containing ofch< Bars 
three Cantreds, and eſtabliſhed his conqueſt by a i= Marclers, 
mariage in the Welſh blood : Hygh Lacy conque- 
red the lands of Emy a,called after his name Ewyas 
Lacy, and others did the like in other places of the 
borders, all which were Baronies, Marchers, and 
were holden by fuch the Conquerors thereof #» ca» 
pite of the Crowne of England, and becavie they 
and their:poſtcrity might the better keepe the ſaid 
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Lands ſo acquired, and that they might not bee 
withdrawne by ſuits of Law from the defence of 
that which they had thus ſubdued. The faid 
Lordihips and Lands ſo conquered, were ordained 
Baronies Marchers.and bad a kinde of Palatine 
luriſdi&ion erected in cucry of them, and power

And ag rouching the firſt Councell, eſtabliſhed 
inthe Marches of Yates, it 'is conceiued by the 
beſt and moft probable opinions amongſt Anti- 
quaries, that the ſame began in or about the ſeauen- 
reenth yeere of king Edward the Fourth, when as 
Prince Edward hisſonne was ſent vnto the Mar- 
ches of Yr ales, vnder the tuition of the Lord Rj- 

vers his Vncle by the Mothers fide, as afore hath 
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appeared; and at what time alſo 744, Biſhop of tun, Bitop of

= > He vttermoft part of this 
Ds V. Iſland towards the Welt, 
ſtretching ir ſelfe by a long 
extent into the Ocean, is cal- 
led the County of Cornewal; 
lying over againſt the Dur. 
chic of Britaine in Frante. 


Lhe _—_— (dr ting thefame, arc called Corne/) - 
n K p: mrs, 
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men, and are alſo reputed a remnant of the Bri- 
raines, the ancient Inhabitants ef this land: rhe 
hauec a particular language, called Corniſh, (al. 
though now much worne out of vſe) differing but 
licrle trom the (elſh, andthe language of the Bri- 
taines in France, which arguerth their originall to 
hauec beene out of one Nation. 


This Territorie was anciently reputed a Duke- 
dome, bur a little before,and alſo atter the Norman 
Conqueſt, it was an Earledome, and fo continued 
vntill the cleuenth yecre of King Zdward the 
Third, at which time it was of new conſtituted a 
Dutchie, and thefarſt Dutchie that was erected in 
Eweland after the ſaid conqueſt. 

Suchas were Earles thereof in ancient time, be-- 
fore the ercRion of the ſaid Dutchie, were for the 
moſt part of the bloud Royall; amongſt whom, 
many being memorable, there was as moſt ancient, 
Richard Earle of Cornewall, the cle& Emperour, 
or King of the Romanes,brother to King Henrythe 
Third; but his poſtericy dying without iſſue, it 
came againe to the Crowne in thedaies of King 
Edward the Firſt, who conferred the faid Farie- 
dgme vpon Edward, the Prince his ſonne, ſirna- 
med of C:rnaruon; who being King, conferred the 
ſame vpon his Minion Pierce de Gaweſton; but hee 
being afterwards attainted of Treaſon, and execus» 
red, the ſame Earledome was beſtowed vpon 7obn, 
ſirnamed of Eltam, becauſe hee was borne therc; 

onger brother to King Edward the Third, who 
dying likewiſe without iflue, it was laſtly creed 
intd 
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into a Dutchy (as hath becne ſaid) and conferred 
vpon Eaward, afterward furnamed, the black 
Prince, inthe elcucnth ycere of the raigne of the 
faid King Edward the third, his father. 


Therefore the ſaid King Edward purpoſing to 
augment the titles of his ſaid ſonne,did in the Par- 
 tiament holden in the eleuenth yeere of his reigne, 
create not only the faid Edward then before made 
Earic of Cheſter, ro be Duke of Cornwall, but alſo 
to honor thdt publique proceeding the more, did 
arthe ſame time create divers and ſundry worthy 

ſons, and well deferuing, to ſundry dignities of 
nobility; as by the records<xtant thercof,doth ap- 


peare. 


The manner of the firſt creation of the Duke of 
Cornwall was very ſpeciall, for the ſaid dignity was 
conferred vnto the ſaid Zdaward then Earle of 
Gheſter, and to the firſt begotten ſonnes and heires 
apparant of him, and his heires Kings of England 
for euer. So that ir ſeemeth that the intention 
thereof was, firſt that none ſhould bee Dukes of 
Eorpwall,but ſuch as were eldeſt ſonnes nd heires 
apparant to the Crowne ; and that when there was 
any faile of ſuch perſon, then the ſaid dignity 
ſhould remaine inſuſpence,vntill ſuch ſon & hcire 
arant againe wereextant. Secondly, that the 
faid ſonne and heire apparant without any further 
folemniry or creation, ſhould preſently vpon his 
birth being then heirc apparant, to the King, 6r 
from the time that hee is heire apparant to the 
Kingdome, 
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Kingdom ce, bee alſo Duke of Cornwall, herein 
much differing from the order of the Principality 
of Wales, which requireth in euery new ſucccedin 
Prince anew creation and inueſture, and gift 0 
that Principality, as hath tormerly appeared.

The-ſame wasafter many likewiſe verified by 
the Charter of King Henry the ſeuchth, being the 
Charter of Liuery, made vnto-Prince-4r4bur his 
ſonne ,, whercof ſome -pare - follagweth. in theſe 
words, Hgniows dei graita Anglia, tiruncpty Rexs 
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& domiuus Hibernie, &yc. Salutem. Sciati quod nos 
confiderantes, quod regnum Anglie (cuts regni ſo- 
lixs dei gratia portimur) fily primogeniti in duca- 
tu Cornubie hereditario in perpetuum ditti regni 
moſtri iare ſunt ſucceſſuri atque ex ſpeciali ſuperinde 
Attu promulzato, primo nativitats ſue die maiors 
arque perfetFe preſumitar 4tats, fic quod liberati- 
onem ditti ducatus co tum a nobis petere valeant, 
arque de iure obtinere debeant, acfi viginti or uni-

But to returne againe vnto King Zdwaerd the 
third, and to conſider the beſtowing of. the reue- 
newes of the ſaid Dutchy and che managing there- 
of, for orders fake I ſhall therein obſerve theſe ge- 


acrall things. 


Firſt, what reucnewes were beſtowed vpon the 
faid Dutchy. - 


Secondly, the yeerly value of the ſame, aſiycll 
of ancient rime, as of latter yecrs. 


And laſtly, to ſet downe the particular officers 
of the ſaid Dutchy, aſwell ancient as moderne, by 
all which the preſent ſtate ofthe ſaid Duechy may 
beſt appeare. 


As concerning the former, namely, the reue- 
newes of the ſaid Dutchy as it is obſeru. d that the 
ſame doe conſiſt generally of theſe two kindes, firſt 
the lands and hereditaments that are annuall, and 
ſecondly the reucnewes that are caſuall. 


The reuencwes annuall are of three kindes, firſt 
the lands giuen by rhe Charter made in the cle- 
uenth ycere of King Edward the third, and were 
ſometimes the ancient, of the ſaid Durchy. Ses 
condly-certaine Knights fees, and other heredita- 
ments guen by other letters patents of the ſame

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King Edwardthe third, vnto the faid Duke,which 
were vnited and annexed by the ſaid latter letters 
patents vnto the ſaid Dutchy. 


Thirdly, and laſtly, the lands giuen by a& of 
Parliament. vnto the ſaid Dutchy, and annexed 
thereunto in liew of other lands that by a& of Par- 
liament were afterwards taken from the ſame a- 
gaine at ſundry times, as hereafter ſhall appcare, 
tor in cuery of theſe there is difference of eſtate and 


quality. 


-» The revenewes annuall ginen by the Charter 
made by Kino Edward the third, in the cleventh 
yeere of his reigne, and eſtabliſhed for the Dutchy, 
are ſituate and doe lye, firft,in theCounty of Corn- 
wall, ſecondly, in the County of De&vos, thirdly, 
in other Shires diſperſed within this Realme.

County of Somerſet : the Mannor of Ryme, with 
his appurtenances in the County of Dorſet ; and 
alſothe moyty of the Mannors of Maydercot in 
the County of Barkſhire, and of Magor in the Mar- 
chesof Wales, and the fourth part of the Mannor 
of Sellings,in the County of Kewr. All which pre- 
miſſes did exceed the value of the Mannor of 1/le= 
worth yeerly two hundred pounds, which doth 
appeare aſwell by the ſaid a& of Parliament made 
in theninth yeere of King Henry the fifth, as alſo - 
by one other a&tof Parliament made in the three 
and thirticth yeerc of King Henry the fixt, wherein 
the ſaid former a of Parliament is mentioned. 


Likewiſe King Henry the cight at his Parlia. 
ment holden at YYeſtminſter the one and thirticth 
yecre of his reigne, and proroged vpon diuers pro- 
rogations,vntill the foure and twentierh day ot In- 
ly, in the two and thirtieth yeere of his reigne,did 
er the honor and Caſtle of Walling ford, and all

Alſo the Mannors of Auſtell, Femtregan, Tremey- 
zalls, T remageuon, Fowey, Credyowe, and Porthe- 
aprior inthe (aid Countieof Cornemall,which came 
to the ſaid Kings hands by the diſſolution of the 
Priory of Trewerdreth in the ſaid Countic of 
Cornewall. And alſo the Mannors of Breadford, 
Canerdon, Clymeſland, Pryor, Treworgy, Stratton, 
Eaſtway, Bowyton, Bradviſſey, Bucklawrue, and 
Bonyaluey, which came to the ſaid Kings hands, 
by the ſurrender and ſupprefhon of the Priory of 
Lanceſion.

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And thus much concerning the reuenues local, 
(and called in the lawes, Hereditamenta corporea ) 
and of annuall value, which were cithcr originally 
giuen by King Edward the Third, and afterward 
by Patent conferred, or by A& of Parliament in 
liew ofother lands, granted vnto the ſaid Durchic, 
which threefold diſtin&ion of the ſaid reuenues, is 
here made, and induced rothis end, thar-it might 
be obſcrucd that thoſe Caſtics, Lordſhips, Man- 
nors,and Lands, which were either firſt giuen vn- 
to the ſaid Dutchie, and eſtabliſhed by Act of Pare 
liament, or laſtly giuen by A& of Parliament, in 
lew of other the lands ſeuered from the ſaid Dut-

Alf there is annexed vnto the ſaid Dutchie,the 
Stannaries and profits of the Coynage of Tynne 
within the ſaid Counties of Dewon and Cornewall. 


The Coynage For the better vnderſtanding whereof, it is to be 
obſerucd, that in zhe ſaid Counties (being in ma- 
ny parts thereof, mountanous, full »t waſt grounds 
and Moores: ) there is found great quantities 0 
Tynne, the pureſt, beſt, and moſt plentifulleſt in 
Europe; by reaſon whereof, it hath cuer beene ac. 
counted one of the Staple Commodities of this 
Kingdome, and of good eſtimationin forraigne re- 
gions. Theſe Mynes of Tynne in theſe Welt parts 
ofthe kingdome, were not vnknowne to the Ro.. 
manes, as appeareth by Diodorm Siculus, who li. 
uedin the time of £4#2uſw the Emperour, aboue 
1600.yeeres ſithence,and who thus writeththere- 
of: Britany qui inxta Weleriam promontoriaw in- 
colunt mercatorum wVſum qui co Stanneri gratia na= 
nigant humaniores reliquis erza hoſpites babentar. 
Hiexterra Saxoſa cuius Venas ſequuti

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indgement of all learned in Coſmographic, is now 
called the Lyzard, and is (cituare in the Weſt part 
of Correwall, The Iſland that he calleth 7&a,is the 
1ieht,and that which he ſaith was an Iſland,and. 
at the Floud, andatlow water, paſſable from che 
mayne, is a true deſcription of Portland, as it is at 
this day, being not farre frem the Ile of Wight; 
vnto which place out of Cornewall, the Tynne was 
brought to be tranſported into France, from 
whence it was carried thirty dayes 1ourney on 
horfebacke, and ſo ouer the Alpes into /taly, cuen 
to the Fountaines of Eredanss, as he ſaith, which 
is the River now called the Po in Piemont and 
Lumbardy, T doe alledge his authority, the ra- 
ther for that he in a manner ſerout the laborious 
ſearch for Tynne in thoſe dayes, euen as it is vſed 
by the +paitard at this day with great induſtrie 
and paines; Hiex terra Saxoſa venas ſequunts ef- 
fodiumt Stannum, e4c. All the moores and waſtes 
wherein the Tynne is found, being of ancient 
time belonging to the Kings, and many of the ſaid 
moores at this day being parcell of this Dutchie 
of Cornewall, The Kings of this land in former 
times haue caſt their Princely care to eſtabliſh a 
good and orderly mannaging of the ſaid Commo. 
ditie, and haue endowed the Tynners with ſundry 
priuiledges for their good gouernement, thereby 
the more roencourage them in the ſearch of Tyn. 
And thereupon by ancient Charters, the whole 
Company and body of Tynners, in euery of the 
faid Countics of Dewox and Cornewall,are caſt and- 
diuided in fonre ſeucrall Stanneryes or Juriſdifti-

ons: Incuery of which Stanneries, there is a Court 
to miniſter iuſticein all cauſes perſonall ariling be- 
tweene T ynner and Tynner, and berweene Tyn- 
ner & Forraigner; and alſo for and concerning the 
right and ownerlhip of Tynne Mynes, and the diſ- 
poſition thereof, except in cauſes of land, life, and 
member;and ifany falſe and vniuit judgement be 
giuen in any of the ſaid Courts, the patty grieued 
may make his appeale vnto the Lord Warden of 
the Stanneries, who is their ſuperiour Tudpe, both 
for law and cquitgzand from him, vnto the body 
of the Councell of the Lord Prince, Duke of 
Cornewall, to which Duke the Stanneryes arc gi- 
uen, as by the former charters haue appeared, and 
from them rhe appcale lycth to the Kings moſt 
Royall perſon. 7? 


Whenmatters of moment conceruing the ſtate 
ofthoſe Mynes or Stannecyes, ſhall come to be 
queſtioned or debated; there are in cuery of the 
'{aid Counties, by the diretion of the Lord War- 
den, ſcuerall Parliaments, or generall aſſemblies of 
the Tynners ſurnmoned, whereunto every Stan- 
nery within that Countie ſendeth Turates or Bur- 
.oefſes, by whoſe aduice and coulcar, conſtitutions, 
orders, and lawes,are madeand ord1ined rouching 
Tynne; cauſes which being promulged, the ſame 
doc binde the whole body of Tynners of that 
*Countic as firmely, as if the ſame had beene eſta. 
b'iſhed in rhe general{ Parliaments of the Realme. 
As tovching the perfons thatdea'e or entermeddle 
with Tyniic,'and therefore carry ' the name of 
: Tyn- 
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Tynners, they are of foure kindes. Firſt, the ow- 
ners of the ſoile where Mynes are found. Second. 
ly, theaduenturer for Tynne, which may haue by 
the law of Tynners, power and diſpolition of a 
Myne or Tyn-worke, although he be not owner 
of the ſoile. Thirdiy, the merchant, Broker or Re-- 
grator of Tynne, which cither buyeth to tranſport 
out of che Realme, or elſe ro regrate and (ell againe 
within the realme. And fourthly, rhe Spadiard or 
Spaliard ſo called, becauſe he liucth by his Spade, 
and is the Mync- worker and labourer for Tynne, 
who commonly in reſpeRof his poore eſtate, is ea- 
ten out by the hard and vſurious. contraQs for 
Tynne, which heis driven to make with the mer. 
chant or regrator. For thoſe poore labourers ha- 
uing no wages certaine, but onely ſhares in the 


- mynes,as the quantity thereof ſhall ariſe, and be- 


ing not able to ſuſtaine themſclues and theirfami-. 
ly, vntill the Tynne of coynage, and Marts for 
Tynne ſhall come, which arc halfe yeerely; hee is 
by neceſſity compelled for a ſmall ſumme of mo- 
neyaforchand, to enter into bond vnto the Mer- 
chant or Regrator of Tynne, to deliuer him art the 
the time of the next enſuing coynage , Tynne, in 
value much more then the money he had formerly 


recciued. 


Therearealſo two kindes of Tynne, the one 
called blacke Tynne, which is che Tynneoare bro- 
ken and waſhed, bur as ver not blowre, molten, or

This Earledome from theſaid Hugh Lupms, dil. 
cended in his bloud and kindred by ſundry de- 
ſcents vnto 7obn, firnamed Sror, Earle of Cheſter, 
Anzuiſe, Galway, and Huntingdon; who in the 
time of King Henry the Third, dying with zuti(- 
ſuc, the ſaid King Henry the Third,feized the ſame 
into his hands, giuing the Aunts and next cohcires 
of the (aid /0b,, other Lands, by exchange; which 
thing the faid King was induced to doe, as the Re- 
cord (aith,vetanta herveditas inter colosdiduceretaur, 

not 
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not vrilling thatſo great a patrim.ony ſhould be© 
parted amongſt dilttafls, 


Afterward King Edward the firſt was by his fa- 
ther, the laid King H-»ry the third, created tarie 
of Cheſter. But the ſame Earldome being after- 
wards conferred vpon Simon de Monford, by his 
attainder it came the Crowne. After that Edward 
the third in the life-time of his father, and before 
he rooke vpon him the Kingdome, had the ſaid 
Earledome, but afterwards hee being King,  gaue 
the ſameto his eldeſt ſonne Edward, lurnamed the 
Black Prince, by his Charter bearing date at Pom- 
fret the eighteenth day of March, in the ſeuenth 
yeecre of his reigne, and inrolledof record in the 
Exchequer ano 33. of the ſame King. 


By which Charter theſaid King did grant vnto 
the {aid Earle of Cheſter, the Caſtles of Cheſter, 
Be/ton, Rothlan, and Fliat,and all his lands there.
